Art Students' League. 

John Russell, a former student of the 
League, has been studying in Europe 



for the past three years with great suc- 
cess. He has exhibited all over the 
Continent, and has been extremely busy 
filling commissions for portraits. He 
is now in New York to paint two por- 
traits here. He will also paint two in 
Canada, after which he expects to re- 
turn to Europe. 

The League is now holding an ex- 
hibition of the work sent in for the out- 
of-town scholarships, ten of which are 
given every year. They have not yet 
been judged, but the work this year 
appears to be considerably better than 
previously. The Art Students' League 
of Buffalo sends in some very good 
work, as also the Western schools of 
St. Louis, Pittsburg, San Francisco, 
I Cincinnati and other large cities. 

The Fakirs held their auction in the 
I League rooms the evening of April 23. 
'A veritable "Still Life," by Wm. M. 
Chase, who had presented it to the 
students, was sold to Miss Meta Stein- 
inger at private sale for $50. Another 
actual picture, a water color, by F. Luis 
Mora, brought $40. All the patrons of 
the Fakirs insisted on fakes, and got 
them from fifty cents up. The top price 
of the evening, $100, was obtained by 
Charles Battell Loomis, as auctioneer, 
who sold a travesty of his own feat- 
ures, an exaggeration of the. portrait 
of himself painted by Robert David 
Gauley, to Mr. Samuel T. Shaw. 

Three auctioneers disposed of the 
fakes. "The Toothpick Kids," after 
the manner of George Bellows, brought 
$1.10. A burlesque of Robert Henri's 
"Girl with a Hat," went for $1.35. The 
worst of the fakes on Harry W. Wat- 
rous' "A Cup of Tea, a Cigarette and 
She," entitled "A Pint, a Bun and Her," 
was bid for until $46 was received. 
Imitations of Mr. Mora's "Gladiators" 
were quoted at from $1.25 to $2.75 and 
the "Lemon Man," by John Sargent, 
left the block at $1. 

Anthony Ewer, Randall E. Davey 
and Harry 'A. Hoffman were the auc- 
tioneers. The total received from the 
sale of fakes was $425, which will be 
used for the benefit of deserving stu- 
dents. 

The annual ball, which closed the fes- 
tivities, took place Friday evening. Mr. 
Shaw's dinner to the Fakirs will be 
held next week.

The second annual exhibition of 
paintings by American artists under 
the auspices of the Meadville Art As- 
sociation closed last week in the pub- 
lic Library of the Crawford County 
Capital. 

In the work in Meadville the com- 
munities centering about the Meadville 
Theological Seminary and Allegheny 
College have been the chief inspiration, 
but the interest and co-operation of a 
far wider circle is already felt.

A special meeting of the trustees of 
the Wadsworth Atheneum was held 
April 23 to supervise the laying of the 
cornerstone of the Morgan Memorial 
Building, which is to form such an im- 
portant part of the Atheneum. The tab- 
let which was to be set in the stone was 
exhibited and photographs of the ad- 
mirable inscription were on the table. 

President Goodwin read the inscrip- 
tion and pronounced it especially fit. He 
said he had never known a sweeter re- 
lation of father and son than that which 
had existed between Junius Spencer 
Morgan, the father, and J. Pierpont 
Morgan, the son, and the memory and 
example of the father had always been 
cherished by the son. His filial affec- 
tion was a notable element in his life. 
President Goodwin went on to tell of 
what the Morgans had done for the city 
through the Atheneum. It was while 
he was in London that he had an op- 
portunity to explain to the elder Mor- 
gan the situation here. The Atheneum 
and its semi-affiliated institutions must 
either be revivified or else decently 
buried. Mr. Morgan heard him with 
interest and then said he- would give 
$100,000 to help the revivifying: J. P. 
Morgan added that he would put $50,- 
000 with that. 

That was the beginning of the fund 
that has recreated the Atheneum. 

I'he cornerstone was triangular in 
shape, the inside corner being cut away 
to make roorn for steel beams. There 
is no inscription on it, but later it will 
be marked "A. D. 1908." The sblid 
copper plate inscribed was used in lieu 
of the more common box filled with 
documents relating to the present day. 

Already the beauties of the building 
are apparent and the exquisite qualities 
of the polished Knoxville marble, as 
well as the fine detail of the carvings, 
are being much admired. Before the 
building was projected Mr. Morgan 
notified the Atheneum corporation that 
money to the extent of $650,000 would 
be at the disposal of the trustees for 
the building, and it is plain that the 
structure will probably be the finest 
building in the city. 



BALTIMORE (MD.) 



The success of the exhibition of the 
National Sculpture Society from the 
standpoint of paid admissions and sale 
oi catalogues is a record-breaker in the 
history of exhibitions of art in this 
country. The public of Baltimore have 
developed an appreciation of art which 
far exceeds the wildest hopes of the 
ommittee in charge of the exhibition, 
ror the past week the crowds standing 
tn line at the ticket office to gain ad- 
mission to see the sculpture has almost 
exceeded the ability of the ticket seller 
to handle. Instead of decreasing in 
interest, since the opening, the attend- 
ance has steadily increased arid the ac- 
count of the last three nights has been 
the largest thus far recorded. 

On April 23 2,562 people were ad- 
mitted; on April 22, 2,460; April 21, 
2,180 and April 20, 2,150. The total of 
admissions April 4 to 23 inclusive has 
been 27,180. Beside this 5,000 people 
were admitted as guests of the Muni- 
cipal Art Society at the private view on 
April 3. Thus far, no free days have 
been attempted although quantities of 
free tickets have been distributed 
among the poor. 

Efforts of the committee in charge 
of the sculpture exhibition are now 
being directed toward the purchase of 
works of art for the city of Baltimore 
and for public and semi-public institu- 
tions. A number of minor sales have 
been closed. 

The exhibition closed April 30. 



WASHINGTON (D. C). 



In one of the terrace rooms at the 
Capitol there is now on exhibition a 
picture of the battle of Gettysburg, 
painted about forty years ago by the 
late James Walker. It is a large can- 
vas, probably twenty feet long by eight 
feet high, and represents a tract of 
country several miles in extent. The 
line of the Union army occupies the 
foreground and thousands of figures are 
accurately portrayed. Technically it is 
a remarkable work and historically it is 
of much interest. It was executed for 
Col. Bacheler, topographer to the army 
from his own charts, and the painter 
himself took an active part in the bat- 
tle. The primary object of the painting 
was to serve as historic data, but Mr. 
Walker handled his subject with much 
cleverness, and while indicating the 
confusion and onrush of an engage- 
ment, so arranged his composition that 
it is really effective. Congress has 
been asked to purchase this picture, 
and though the price asked ($50,000) 
seems excessive, it is certainly of some 
value. 

Another work of art has been like- 
wise offered to Congress, and is being 
exhibited in the basement of the Capi- 
tol, namely, a colored glass window de- 
picting Washington pausing on his 
horse to speak to Lafayette, and von 
Steuben. This is the work of Maria 
Herndl and was executed in Munich. It 
is about five feet square and has an 
ornamental border. 

Interest is being taken in the compe- 
tition for the Columbus Memorial, to 
be erected in this city on the Plaza, in 
front of the Union Station. It takes 
the form of a fountain, the architectural 
features of whichr have been designed 
by Mr. Burnham, architect of the sta- 
tion. The subject of the competition 
will be a figure of Columbus standing 
on the prow of a boat, and the success- 
ful competitor will be expected to 
model this the required size and also 
the minor sculptural details, which in- 
clude two recumbent lions, and the 
globe to surmount the column. Draw- 
ings of the architectural design hdve 
been made and will be furnished to all 
intending competitors upon payment of 
a dollar — a nominal fee to cover the 
cost of duplication. All models en- 
tered in competition must be on the 
scale of inch to a foot, and must be de- 
livered to Col. Chas. S. Bromwell, 
Lemon Building, on or before Decem- 
ber I next. 

The Washington Architectural Club 
will hold its annual exhibition in the 
Hemicycle Hall of the Corcoran Gal- 
lery of Art, May 5-22.

At Giirs Gallery there is a special ex- 
hibition of oil paintings and water col- 
ors by Harry Roseland.

The eldest son, Gerome, of George de 
Forest Brush is developing marked tal- 
ent in drawing, and the nine-year-old 
daughter of E. W. Deming is showing 
much ability in modeling. A bear hold- 
ing its paws and rocking, made in form 
of a paper-weight, shows ingenuity. 




In the South Kensington Museum 
there are now eight pictures by Abbey 
fur the decoration ot the dome of the 
State Capitol of Pennsylvania. There 
aie four lunettes and four large circular 
compositions to be placed between 
them. 

Decoratively these works are consid- 
ered a great advance on his Boston 
series. 

"They are certainly not easel pic- 
tiiies, but are over scaled, on the other 
hand," said an art critic in the course 
Oi an interview. ''The artist fails to 
unify reality and allegory; for example, 
ill 'Science Revealing the Treasury of 
the Earth.' The Meunier like labor- 
ers seem part of one scheme, the rather 
infelicitously imagined figures of 
Science, Fortune and Abundance of an- 
other. So in 'The Spirit of Vulcan,' 
the genius of the workers in iron and 
steel, Vulcan is supernumerary rather 
than an aesthetic sovereign of those 
boldly suggested blast furnaces." 

The other two lunettes are ''The 
Spirit of Light," floating figures, each 
with a tongue of flame backed by der- 
licks, and "The Spirit of Religious Lib- 
erty," with Faith and Flope guiding the 
ships of the early settlers in the new 
world. 

The four circular canvases show on 
a gold ground figures representing re- 
ligion, law, science and art. Each 
tieads underfoot a reptile. These fig- 
ures are in conception somewhat con- 
ventional. 



iLA FARCE'S PEACOCK WINDOW 



I John La Farge has recently com- 
I pleted a so-called peacock window, an 
! upright panel perhaps forty inches 
high and a little less than half as wide. 
I Filling a good part of the space is a 
peacock of glorious plumage. The head 
and body are well up in the higher zone 
of the composition, so that the colors 
of the back and of the tail feathers seem 
to flow as in a kind of iridescent water- 
fall down toward the watery green 
background at the bottom. 
This background, which has a fairly 
light tone at the base of the design, 
deepens gradually as it ascends through 
gradations of dark blues and darker 
purples. Here and there, on either side 
of the bird, there is a mass of rosy but 
quiet color. These episodes are pro- 
vided by the big peonies which the art- 
ist has chosen for his floral motive. 
Their lovely hues are made the love- 
lier througli contrast with dark rich 
leafage. Set within these broader ele- 
ments of color is the proud blaze of the 
peacock feathers. They fairly flame, 
and yet this work is in nothing more 
artistic than in its fusion of unnum- 
bered glowing tints into a positively re- 
poseful harmony.

ANNUAL WATERCOLOR 
EXHIBIT. 

Last of the routine larger public 
exhibitions of the art season in New 
York comes that of the American Wa- 
ter Color Club Society, which opened 
to the public on Thursday, following 
the regular press view and reception 
on Wednesday in the Fine Arts Gal- 
leries in West 57th Street. 

An Appropriate Display. 

The springtime is an appropriate 
season for the display of work in the 
lighter medium, and the walls of the 
Fine Arts Galleries, covered with fresh 
and limpid colored canvases, memor- 
anda, for the most part of late autumn, 
winter, and early spring, wanderings 
by field and hill and river, present a 
most attractive and enticing appear- 
ance. There are 610 numbers in the 
catalogue, which means that the dis- 
play is the largest ever held by the 
Society, and the largest ever made in 
the gallery. The exhibits include a 
number of familiar original designs 
and drawings for illustration, etchings 
and monotones, all hung together in 
the centre gallery. 

As last year, the exhibit, the 41st 
annual one, contains no so-called 
"star" pictures, but again has a good 
average of merit. There is an abund- 
ance of good honest work and a re- 
freshing absence of tricks and devsces 
— ^the over use of body color et cetera. 
Some of the leading painters in the 
lighter medium, such as Childe Has- 
sam, George Wharton Edwards, Chas. 
Warren Eaton, and others, are large- 
ly represented, and there are few new- 
names in the catalogue and many of 
the pictures are familiar in subject, 
evidently the original sketches for 
work shown at the Academy and other 
displays of the past season, or replicas 
of works in oil, also shown at other 
displays. 

Places of Honor. 

It is difficult in a hasty review to do 
more than sketch the general outlines 
of the display and point out its salient 
features. The places of honor in the 
Vanderbilt Gallery, which by custom 
has come to be the centre of the north 
wall in the Vanderbilt Gallery, are 
filled by two exceptionally charming 
works, that above by Ross Turner's 
southern river scene — a simple beau- 
tifully painted picture with a quiet riv- 
er iridescent gray and blue in the fore- 
ground, with brownish green trees in 
the further distance, and overhead a 
quiet restful sky, and that below by a 
view of the famous terrace at Amalfi, 
Italy, by George Wharton Edwards. 
This charming work is brilliant and 
true in atmosphere, with a striking 
note of color in the crimson shawl of 
a young Italian peasant woman in the 
right foreground, walking towards the 
spectator. No more charming rendi- 
tion of the beautiful Italian seacoast 
town which "sits bathing her feet in 
the tideless summer seas" could be 
desired. The picture will add largely 
to Mr. Edwards's already high reputa- 
tion. 



Other striking works in the Vander- ' 
bilt Gallery are several landscapes byj 
W. Merritt Post, all true in color and' 
feeling, an unusually good figure piece 
by Walter Satterlee, a Japonesque ma- 
rine, with a quaint fishing boat and 
gulls circling around, by Harry Fenn, 
an excellent Dutch coast scene by W. 
Ritschel, an outdoor Cafe Chantant 
with good life and movement and ex- 
cellent color by Giflord Beal — which 
would evidence his study of certain 
works iby members of "The Eight," 
and two single figures and one lovely 
landscape with figure, "The Goose 
Girl," by Percy Moran and a dainty 
little female figure by Leon Moran. 
The work of these two painters, which 
promised so much some years ago, but 
which has not fulfilled this promise of 
late years, it is pleasant to see again 
and so markedly improved.

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LONDON LETTER. 



London, April 22, 1908. 

A picture sale of considerable im- 
portance will be held at Christie's on 
May 21, 22 and 23, that of the collec- 
tion of the late Humphrey Roberts. 
In all there will be over 300 lots, and 
most of the leading modern masters, 
English and Continental, are well rep- 
resented. There are four well-known 
pictures by Millais, five important 
Corots, and good examples of Dau- 
bigny, Troyon, Jacque, Harpignies 
and L'hermitte. 

A second big sale will be the dis- 
persal in June of the late Stephen 
George Holland's collection, of which 
full details are not yet obtainable. 

The sale of Mr. Thomas Wood's 
modern pictures revealed little of im- 
portance, only three pictures reaching, 
three figures: David Farquharson's 
"Haytime in the Langdales," £110; 
E. De Blaas's "The First Cigar," £120, 
and A. A. Lesrel's "Checkmate," £105. 

American collectors should be on 
.their guard against a certain much-ad- 
vertised sale which is to take place in 
London early in May. The catalogue 
has an imposing appearance, as all the 
greatest names figure in it, but there is 
hardly a single lot, the authenticity of 
which is not open to the gravest ques- 
tion. The vendor is perfectly honest, 
but, forming his collection late in life 
and after he had retired from business, 
he had the double misfortune of being 
wholly ignorant about painting and of 
falling into the hands of a dealer, now 
dead. Through this man the collector 
was induced to buy at country sales 
alleged "Old Masters," which every 
competent person recognizes to be 
modern copies of varying merit. Hav- 
ing a pathetic belief in the genuineness 
of his pictures and the honesty of his 
deceased counselor, the collector was 
amazed when all the leading auc- 
tioneers and dealers refused to have 
anything to say to his pictures. Emi- 
nent critics and others have kindly and 
sympathetically tried to open his eyes 
to the way in which he has been de- 
ceived, but the collector refuses to look 
facts in the face and imagines there is 
a huge conspiracy against himself and 
his collection. Accordingly he has 
found a firm of auctioneers to sell the 
paintings on his own premises, and if 
the sale has no artistic importance 
whatsoever, the occurrence will be 
fraught with decided human interest. 

The spring exhibition of the Royal 
Society of British Artists, which 
opened this week at the Society's gal- 
leries in Suffolk street, is chiefly re- 
markable for an exquisite rendering in 
blue and silver tints of Richmond 
Bridge in twilight by Fred F. Foottet. 
Mr. Foottet is one of our most distin- 
guished and original landscape paint- 
ers, combining in his art the science of 
the French luminists with the romance 
of Corot and his followers, and the 
outstanding merit of his achievement 
may be gathered when it is said that 
beside his work the decorative land- 
scapes of the president (Alfred East), 
D. Murray Smith, Elmer Schofield, A. 
M. Foweraker, John Muirhead and 
other well-known artists appear almost 
commbnplac.e. Among the portraits 
exhibited are "Miss Rosie Edwards," 
by Emil Fuchs; Sir Hubert von Her- 
komer's "A Doctor of Civil Law," and 
several studies by Philip Laszlo. There 
are also good marines by W. J. Laid- 
lay and A. H. Elphinstone, and water- 
colors by the president and others. 

Francis E. James has been elected 
an associate of the Royal Society of 
Painters in Water Colors and the cur- 
rent exhibition of the "Old" society is 
accordingly strengthened to good ef- 
fect by his contributions.

remarkable showing of the works of 
Winslow Homer, a small gallery being 
entirely devoted to the 22 examples of 
the great marine and coast painter. It 
is the intention of Director Beatty to 
honor some one distinguished Ameri- 
can painter in this manner every year. 
No such showing of the art of this most 
individual and forceful and original of 
American living artists has previously 
been made. It includes such compara- 
tively early canvases as "Hound and 
Hunter," the "Fox Hunt," "Fog 
Warning," "All's Well," "Huntsman 
and Dog," and "Searchlight, Santiago 
Harbor," with those superb and more 
recent canvases "On a Lee Shore," 
"The Gale," "Cannon Rock" and "High 
Cliff — Maine Coast," those dramatic 
stories of the sea, "The Undertow," the 
"Gulf Stream," "Banks Fisherman," 
"The Wreck," and lastly, those two 
works which will. ever stir all sports- 
men's hearts, "Flight of Wild Geese" 
and the "Tw^o Guides." 

Seen and studied together in this 
gallery these works of Winslow Ho- 
mer seem if possible more full of viril- 
ity and more true to their stern and 
stormy locale, the Maine coast, than 
when seen singly here and there in pre- 
vious years. 

Best American Pictures. 

It is difficult in this first hasty re- 
view to more than mention those can- 
vases which most impressed the writer 
on a first visit to the galleries. These 
were, among the American works, Ho- 
ratio Walker's "Circe," W. Gedney 
Bunce's "Evening — Venice," Irving R.

In South Gallery. 

The south gallery contains fewer 
works that stand out as well as does 
the Vander^bilt this season, and does 
not call for much expenditure of time. 
There is a good sheep shearing scene 
by Georgia, Timken Fry, a refined and 
graceful figure, of a girl holding a 
bunch of dogwood, by Jennie Brown- 
scomb, and a strong and effective view 
I of a mountain, half veiled in clouds, 
by Ben Foster. M. H. Hardwick 
sends a good view of a Dutch coast 
village. J. Kellogg Woodruff a bril- 
liant tropical landscape, and H. W. 
Faulkner a gray toned view of Venice. 

There are two .landscapes from Wal- 
ter Hartson, a sunny one from A. R. 
Brewster, and a decorative delicai-e 
colored landscape with figure, a sketch 
for a larger picture, by Will H. Lovv^. 
Alethea Hill Piatt sends a rich colored 
landscape, and there is a charming 
moonlight marine by F. M. K. Rehn. 
Those good landscape painters, Ben 
Foster, E. Potthast, A. L. Groll, C. 
Warren Eaton, Childe Hassam, and 
Bolton Jones, are all well represented. 
Charles C. Curran shows a little figure 
piece, a child with doll, Louise Loeb 
a half-length decorative female por- 
trait, W. H. Lippincott a broadly and 
effectively painted portrait of a wo- 
man, and George W. Maynard, a char- 
acteristic marine with mermaids. There 
is a fine large marine by Reynolds 
Beal, "The Open Sea," a soft gray 
coast scene by the same man, a most 
decorative delicately colored female 
figure by Francis C. Jones, and a three- 
quarter length standing portrait of a 
young poet, well painted, except the 
hands, by M. Kremelberg, Glenn Ne- 
well has a large cattle piece, exceed- 
ingly well painted. 

A stroll through the galleries \\\V 
bring many memories of joyful days in 
"the open" past, and promise of otlieis 
to come. It is a refreshing and pleas- 
ant hour one may spend with these 
works and one to be enjoyed again and 
again, for the display does not close 
until the evening of May 24.

An Associated Press cable, dated 
Paris, April 29, says : 

President Fallieres visited the Spring 
Salon of the Societe des Artists Francais 
—the old Salon — this afternoon. Thurs- 
day will be "varnishing day," and on 
Friday the doors will be opened. In qual- 
ity the display is distinctly above the 
average of recent years. 

Besides the sculpture in the amphithea- 
ter there are about three thousand paint- 
ings, principally in oil. The fact that the 
jury rejected over double that number is 
a tribute to the high standard which has 
been enforced. One of the pleasant fea- 
tures is the complete transformation of 
the galleries. The old red tapestry, which 
had become an eyesore to art lovers, has 
disappeared from the walls in favor of 
a neutral gray. Carpets have also re- 
placed the matting. 

While the exhibition, as a whole, ranks 
high both in the work of the veterans and 
the promise of the rising generation, it con- 
tains little that is sensational. The places 
of the great French masters like Gerome, 
Benjamin Constant, Henner, Cazin and 
Bouguereau, dead in recent years, have not 
been filled. 

Generally speaking, two important ten- 
dencies are notable. One is the growing 
disposition of prominent artists, as perhaps 
best indicated by the abundance of trip- 
tychs, to paint anecdotal or symbolical sub- 
jects. The public evidently demands sub- 
jects instead of impressions. The other is 
the apparent beginning of a reaction against 
the "outdoor" school of landscapes. The 
rage for painting from nature, which be- 
gan about fifteen years ago, was carried to 
excess. Saved for a time by impressionism, 
with its light effects, it is evidently now be- 
ginning to be realized that, nature too sel- 
dom offers a complete and perfect picture, 
and that, besides, slavish copy lacks soul 
and sentiment. 

The position of honor in the Salon d'Hon- 
neur is accorded to an allegorical war can- 
vas, about 50 by 40 feet, by Edouard De- 
taille, entitled "Le Chant de Depart," rep- 
resenting a vast oncoming, cheering army, 
the guns in advance in the immediate fore- 
ground, while over the gray host floats the 
vision of a white charger, whose rider bears 
aloft the flag. It is stirring, but, being de-* 
signed for a mural decoration, the gray 
and blue tones leave it cold — a color draw- 
ing rather than a painting. 

Except for Alfred Lalauzes's "Evacuation 
of Mayence," the only other large war can- 
vas is a picture by JacqUier, entitled "Glo- 
rious Destruction," showing the burning of 
the French war flags in the courtyard of 
the Invalides in 1871. The light comes 
solely from the fire made by the burning 
standards. 

The other big canvases are "The Glory 
of Beethoven,' by J. R. Laurens; "The As- 
sault of Fortune," by L. Benoud; "Presi- 
dent Fallieres's Reception in the Midi," by 
Guilinot, and several decorative works by 
Henri Martin and others. Another am- 
bitious work is "Poland Devoured by 
Eagles, Her Children Expatriated, She 
Will Remain Immortal." 

The work of the three great masters, 
Jules Lefebvre, Robert-Fleury and Harpig- 
nies, will naturally come in for a large share 
of attention. 

The American representation is about as strong 
lumerically as last year and equally creditable, over

COLLECTION M. "P. M." SALE. 



M. Paul Chevallier, in a catalogue just 
arrived at this office, describes and illus- 
trates the old masters belonging to an 
anonymous collector, M. "P. M.," which 
are to be sold at the Hotel Drouot on May 
8. The list of one hundred and twenty- 
five paintings embraces many famous 
names. From the rather poor plates it is 
to be gathered that several of the items 
are of considerable interest. In the Italian 
section there is a portrait attributed to 
Piero della Francesca, and there is a re- 
ligious subject attributed to Antonio Pol- 
laiuolo. Both are evidently good school 
pieces. The collection contains a number 
of plausible things of the eighteenth cen- 
tury French school, and some good pic- 
tures from Germany and the Low Coun- 
tries. The composition attributed to Ge- 
rard David, a St. Jerome by Isenbrandt, 
a portrait of a man by Bruyn and a study 
of old Roman figures by Rubens, all leave 
a good impression. This is the first Qaita- 
logue of the present season to arive from 
f^aris. It will doubtless be followed by 
others, for this is a time of activity in the 
French capital. Stronger collections will 
probably be sold, but this has, its good 
points, and suggests an auspicious begin- 
ning. /' 



The first two sessions of the sale of the 
Taushanjian collection of rugs at the Fifth 
Avenue Art Galleries, April 22 and 23, 
brought a total of $41,213. A Meshed car- 
pet went to P. Collier for $770, another to 
A. B. Stillwell for $980. M. Blackmar of 
the Hotel Renaissance paid $850 for a 
Persian silk palace carpet. 

A total of $40,599 was obtained at the 
third session, April 27. A sixteenth cen- 
tury Ispahan palace carpet was sold for 
$3,700 to C. S. Field. A royal silk palace 
carpet was purchased by S. Banner for 
$2,700, and an antique Bokhara palace por- 
tiere brought $2,100, being secured by j. S. 
Carroll. For a Tabriz carpet $1,005 was 
paid, and Mrs. H. A. Hedden obtained, for 
$980, what is said to be the only antique 
Ghiordez carpet in the world of its size — 
31 feet 6 inches by 6 feet 8 inches. An 
India Kandahar carpet, for $975, and a 
Tabriz rug, for $900, were bought by Mr. 
Diaz. 

The total reached at the fourth and last 
session, April 25, was $57,697.50, and of the 
entire sale $139,565. C. Diaz was the high- 
est bidder. For $6,400 he obtained the 
Kermanshah carpet, said to be one of the 
largest ever sold in America, measuring 
25 feet 10 inches by 21 feet. 

The next highest price obtained was 
$3,200, for a Meshed carpet, measuring 36 
feet by 23 feet 4 inches. E. D. Graves was 
the buyer. The five next highest in price 
were a meshed carpet, for which W. Nich- 
ols paid $2,700; another, of the same type, 
bought by C. Diaz for $2,150; another for 
which G. A. Daniels paid $1,725; a Bashan 
Persian silk rug, obtained by H. H. Top- 
akyan for $1,500, and a Meshed carpet 
bought by G. B. Wheeler for $1,059. 



OLD TAPESTRIES SOLD. 



Cameron Etchings. 

Some eighty representative plates 
by D. Y. Cameron are now on exhi- 
bition at the Grolier Club in East 32d 
street. These range from the French 
village scene of 1888 to the last study 
made last winter in Florence of ^ 
Gargoyle. Cameron is a young ^^.d 
clever Scotchman, whose art has be.^n 
chiefly influenced by Hadgn mJ 
Whistler. His work has ajtt/acted de 
served attention in London, where it 
has been chiefly shown in the Ccnnel 
galleries in New Bond Street. In the 
present display one is most impressed 
by the' continuous feeling and sense of 
improvement and growth. While his 
earlier plates show the unmistakable 
influence of Whistler and Haden, such 
a later one as the "White Horse Close'' 
is distinctly original. The man is evi- 
dently very sensitive to local influence 
and color, and is equally at home in 
France, Holland, Italy, and in fac'c 
wherever he has found congenial sub- 
jects for his needle. He transcribes 
truthfully and at the same time poea- 
cally the scenes he loves. It is safe 
to predict that Cameron will, twenty 
years from now, be ranked with the 
modern masters of etching. He ha.s 
already arrived. 



A special cable to the New York Herald 
from Paris says: 

An interesting sale of tapestry and furni- 
ure was recently held in the Hotel 
Drouot. Unfortun^ely, the objects offered 
for sale were well known to the dealers, as 
they had been offered for sale privately 
and the owner yiiad not been able to accept 
the offers made him. 

Two Gobelins, eighteenth century, of the 
set of "Tbe Months/' by Lucas, were sold 
separately. That representing "The Peach," 
for which the auctioneer asked 20,ooof. ($4.- 
000), was bought by the Baron de Waldncf 
for I9,ioof. ($3,820). The other, "Paying 
\yages After the Harvest," for which 18,- 
-Ooof. ($.3,600) was asked, was bought by M. 
Bernheimer for io,o5of. ($2,010). Another 
large tapestry, representing "Alexander and 
the Family of Darius," after Le Brun, indi- 
cated in the catalogue as coming from the 
Gobelin's factory, seventeenth century, but 
sold as Flemish taoestry, was bought by M. 
Chandon for I3,ooof. ($2,600), after the auc- 
tioneer had asked i2,ooof. ($2,400). 

Among the furniture the principal items 
did not reach the prices asked. A large 
secretaire, with lid and four do.ors, Louis 
XVI., in marqueterie, of colored woods or- 
namented with bronzes, upset price, 25,ooof. 
($5,000), with the announcement that it 
was signed Guerin, was sold for i7,ooof.
